Om the right of 
29th August the SAUSAGE-DEALERS repeatedly (four aircraft at « time) bombed 
is the HAMPSTEAD GAEDE SURDER ares. Some dwellings were demolished and 10 
people were killed, Five people have been arréeted at the Mrms [sit] 
factory; some of them had been making light siguals during the night bombing 
of the factory.
